SCHOOL FUNDS

ACT to amend section forty-five hundred three (4603), code, 1935, to provide addi-
tional time for sale of lands acquired under permanent school fund and to amend
section forty-five hundred five (4505) of the code of Iowa of 1935 thh reference
to loss on sale of school lands.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. Section forty-five hundred three (4508), Code, 1935, is
hereby amended by striking out of lines three (38) and four (4) the
words: “six years from January 1, 1934"” and substituting in lieu there-
of the words: ‘“ten years from January 1, 1939”. :

SEc. 2. Section four thousand five hundred five (4505), Code, 1935,
is hereby amended by adding after the word “fund” in line eleven (11)
the words “or temporary school fund”.

CHAPTER 113

STATE LIBRARIES AND DEPARTMENT OF HISTORY AND ARCHIVES

AN

H. F. 174

ACT to repeal sections forty-five hundred twelve (4512) to forty-five hundred
forty-one (4541), inclusive, code, 1935, all relating to the state library and the his-
torical, memorial, and art department and the state library commission, and to
enact a substitute therefor providing for a board of trustees of the libraries and
museums, a state law library, a state traveling library, a state medical library, and
a department of history and archives; and to provide for the extension of library
service throughout the state, and for the establishment of regional libraries.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:
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SECTION 1. The state library, the state historieal, memorial, and
art department, and the state library commission are hereby
abolished, and there is established:

(1) The Iowa state traveling library

(2) The Iowa state department of history and archives
(3) The lowa state law library

(4) The Iowa state medical library

SEC. 2. The Iowa state traveling library, the Iowa state depart-
ment of history and archives, the Iowa state law library, and the
Jowa state medical library shall be under the control of a board of
trustees consisting of the governor, a member of the supreme court
to be designated from time to time by the court, and the superintend-
ent of public instruction.

hSIicC. 3. Powers and duties of the board. The board of trustees
shall:

1. Make and enforce rules for the keeping of the records and for
the management and care of the property of the Iowa state travel-
